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ly is A FaAcT by no means as fully appre- 
ciated as it might be that the danger points 
of European politics are not usually to be 
found in Europe. It was not on the Rhine, 
that France was recently 
nearly quarreling with Germany, and it was 
not im Savoy, but in Abyssinia, that some 
time ago she was in difficulties with Italy. In 
the same way it was in South Africa that 
Germany was within measurable distance 
of embroiling herself with the United Kingdom. who in turn got into 
trouble with France in the Sudan. And so it comes about that the 
real points of contact between the empires of Russia and the Umted 
IXingdom are so far away as Teheran and Herat. At the same time, 
a conflict between the great powers in Morocco, Abyssinia or Persia 
would set Iurope in a blaze, and that is why the progress of 1 
revolutionary movement in Persia comes to have something far more 
than a local sigmficance. It is, perhaps, not at all too much to say 
that had it not been for the extraordinary influence of the peace 
ententes, all over the world, the political relations of Russia and the 
United Kingdom would at this moment be undergoing a severe strain. 

The latest news from Persia makes 1t clear that the Nationalist 
party is steadily asserting its superiority. The reactionary forces in 
the neighborhood of Tabriz have been completely routed, and there 
is apparently nothing, except the veto of London or St. Petersburg, 
to prevent the Tabriz insurgents, under Sattar Khan, and the Ispahan 
insurgents, under Samsem-es-Sultaneh, advancing simultaneously on 
Teheran, from the west and south, and occupying the capital. 

Kussia, it would seem, 1s preparing to intervene, and, for this 
purpose apparently, is moving an army corps up from the Caspian. 
Jt is said that she is doing this with the full concurrence of the United 
Kingdom, and, if 1t were not with this concurrence the outlook would 
be extremely serious. Fortunately the recent entente between the two 
powers has placed a contlict beyond the bounds of any possibility. 
There is, however, a strong feeling in England that Persia should be 
left to work out her own internal difficulties. And any attempt to 
restore the authority of the Shah at the expense of the Nationalists 
would be resented there. If there 1s any danger to the interests of 
the subjects of either nation it would only be necessary to explain 
that intervention would immediately follow any sign of this to secure 
perfect respect for those interests.

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For SOME time past a discussion has been 
going on in the English newspapers as to 
the distinctive advantages or disadvantages 
of lending their columns to the publication 
of the details of the cases tried in the courts. 
It is of course obvious that much of this 
detail is calculated to satisfy a perfectly 
legitimate demand. As to the advisability 
of the publication of this there can naturally 

om | “~~ be no question. But there is another class 
of detail connected with trials for murder, divorce court proceedings 
and the whole body of the chroniques scandaleuses, the publication 
of which is of no value to anybody, and is perfectly capable of 
producing the most undesirable results. The lord chief justice of 
Ikngland, speaking recently, with the full weight of his vast experi- 
e, declared that, in his opinion, there could be no question of the 
done by the publicity given to these details, and intimated 
that at was not impossible that a change might be initiated in the 
near ftuture, by reducing the reports of all divorce proceedings to 
the mere names of the parties concerned and the finding of the court. 
As against the proposal of the lord chief justice it has been 
held that the fear of the publication of these very details is one of 
the strongest deterrents to the commission of the offenses specified. 
It is difficult to regard such an argument seriously. To suppose 
that any class of offenders 1s likely to take seriously into consideration 
the possibility of their conduct, in the event of detection, assuming 
the proportions of even a modified cause celebre, is a little difficult ; 
while a very slight acquaintance with the ¢riminal records of the 
past would be sufficient to satisfy most people that there is a type 
of mind to which such notoriety mitigates the penalty of conviction. 
Giving full weight to whatever value there may be in such an argu- 
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ment, the fact remains that the deterrent would only affect, even in 
the aggregate, a strictly limited number of people, while the publiéa- 
tion of the details of a single case reaches the eyes of millions. 

Ultimately, it need not be insisted, the remedy 1s one of moral 
education. The supply of such details will not last one hour after 
the demand ceases. At the same time no one is under compulsion, 
in the interval, to supply an illegitimate demand. It 1s the privilege 
of those placed in any manner in authority to lead rather than to 
follow. The fact that they find themselves there is the evidence 
of what is expected of them. “A great man,” says Lowell, “is made 
up of qualities that meet or make great occasions.”’

Injustice and every tendency toward injustice, no matter how 
slight, and no matter who the individual or what the corporation 
or interest affected or intended to be affected by it, is repugnant to 
the best sense of American citizensInp.

If found guilty it should be punished. [It is entitled, however, to a 
fair trial. Anything short of this would work greater injury to 
public morality than the escape of the alleged culprit from: conviction.

whereas every state capital in the country 
had its executive mansion, there was but one 
White House. This reason would be suffi- 
cient if there were not others equally as good. 
Not the least of these is the fact that it is 
simpler, more democratic, more in harmony 
with the republican fitness of things. An equally strong reason for 
retaining the old name is that it is a distinctively American name. If 
every state has its executive. mansion, so every other country has its 
palace or its castle. .France had its Tuileries; it now has its Elysee. 
Only the United States has a White House. 

The name, too, is a historic one, or, at least, 1t 1s traditional, 
The President’s residence was not always white. When the British 
burned Washington in 1814 the walls of the building were badly 
smoked, though little damaged, and Congress made an appropriation 
to paint them. A short time afterward, it is said, James Madison, 
then President, wrote a letter to a friend in which he said: “‘Come in 
and see me any time. You will always find me in at the White 
House.” This is supposed to be the earliest recorded instance of the 
use of the term. 

At all events, the name stuck to the President's residence, and 
it has clung to it for nearly a century. E/xecutive mansion has a more 
pompous sound, but pomposity is not what the fathers wanted; it ts 
not what we should want. White House is more in keeping with 
our institutions. It will do very well. 


| THE CORRESPONDENT, Frederick Palmer, 
tells of the question put by a German skipper 
when our fleet visited the harbor of Rio de 
Janeiro. He looked around upon the ship- 
ping, and finding that “not a single American 
M h flag tloated over a single cargo.” he asked, 
ercnant “What is your navy for?’ This was the 
Ships? first harbor of the fleet's itinerary. The 
next to the last stop was made at Tangier, 

— and the correspondent recalls the fact that 
there was a time when the clipper ships of this country were many 
and had to be detended by a small navy which was sent to Africa 
to put an end to piracy. During the fourteen months between the 
visits to these ports the fleet, as he says, “passed fewer oversea 
merchant ships flying our colors than the number of its own 
battleships.” 

Wile it is interesting to observe the reports of absolute 
efficiency in the service and management of the great battleships, 
and to think of the immense distance traveled in circumnavigating 
the globe, something like 42,000 miles, with no news of an accident, 
It is disappointing to think of there being no opening for the engin- 
eers and others, so splendidly trained for marine service, if they 
should seek work outside of the navy under our flag. 

It would seem as if there was real wisdom shown by other 
countrics which subsidize their linef#s, keeping them continually in 
service for the transport of mail and passengers, so that their 
othcers and crews will be efficient in all that pertains to seagoing 
life. Then, if occasion should require, these vessels are expected 
to do service in warfare as cruisers in conjunction with the navy. 

It has been noticed that in our ports on the western coast the 
chrysanthemum flag appears most frequently, and it waits but the 
completion of the Panama canal for the coming of Japanese vessels 
to compete in the carrying trade of the Atlantic. The unquestioned 
skall which has been evidenced in the construction of the ships of 
our navy ought to have an outlet in the building of cargo ships and 
liners as well. The training given to sailors and engineers for the 
purpose of manning the navy might well be enlarged to equip men 
for the service of commerce. The construction of harbors and 
deepening of channels for the passage of warships should prove 
serviceable for the coming and going of an American unarmed fleet. 
Perhaps the trouble with us is that we have now become an inland 
people, and do not love the sea, else our flag would continue to 
appear as once it did in all the ports of the world. 

It should be remembered that the island peoples have been 
forced out from fireside case by the pressure of population and thus 
compelled to take. part in exploration and adventure; but this verv 
compulsion bas developed in them qualities of mind by means of 
Which they have become dominant in the world through sea-power.

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Wren Bernard J. Rothwell, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, at the Canadian 
Club banquet on Thursday evening, re- 
marked in the course of his: address, “I be- 
heve that it would be a good thing for 
Boston and New Iengland were the Canadian 
Pacific railroad to become the controlling 
factor in the Boston & Maine railroad: I 
believe that such control would contribute

Sensible people on both sides of the border realize now that 
Canada and the United States can come into much closer relation- 
ship than exists between them at present without in any way compro- 
mising the relationship of either to Great britain. There is no 
thought of annexation. The motives of either country are no longer 
nnpugned when it seeks a better understanding with the other 
Suspicions have been cast aside. Mutual confidence has been estab- 
lished. Identity of interests makes each a good neighbor and a 
LOC «l friend of the other. 

. The thing is to further cement this friendship in every way 
possible. Whatever is helpful to Canada must eventually and in- 
evitably be helpful to oursclves. 

The waters treaty, recently signed. shows how beth nations are 
disposed to give and take in each other’s interest. A commercial 
understanding which will be helpful to Canada without injuring us 
should be among the early‘ possibilities.
